Insofar  as  is  necessary, 
Lessor  does  hereby  lease,  let,  and  demise  to  Lessee  the  lands  covered  by  the  Lease, 
pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Lease,  as  of  the  Effective  Date  set  forth 
herein.
